states has scattered descendants along 
the parallel of San Francisco; New 
York and New England have, given a 
Yankee bias to the inhabitants of the 
Northwest, all the way from St. Paul 
to Pnget Sound.

The gates of Eden must have opened 
towards the West.x The current of hu- 
manity must soon slow up and finally 
.stop, where the Occident merges into 
the Orient—our Pacific coast boundary. 
We must then cease "to seek a ne\v or 
better country, and no longer "Go 
West." 
The bigness of the country is tbe 


foremost thing that impresses one on 
his first trip across the continent, and 
the boundlessness of the empire to be 
occupied some day by teeming millions 
of souls. 
Subsequent trips over other 


routes work no change in one's mind aa 
to the great expanse of our pnblicdomain 
but closer scrutinizing raises ques- 
tions as to the capability of the soil to 
maintain a large population. 
There is 


not a bit of doubt that enthusiastic 
speakers and over sanguine writers 
have reckoned too much on the possi- 
bilities of the richness of the great 
West to sustain such hordes of mankind 
as the territory east of the Mississippi 
river and its tributaries. 
California is 


often shown up to tbe country as a 
state larger than- New Enlgand, New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware, Ohio, to- 
gether, and able to sustain an equal 
population to these thrifty states; but 
two-fifths of California territory is 
utterly sterile with deserts and stony 
mountains. 
Nevada is more than 


twice as large as Ohio, and though 
having been a state for thirty-three 
years, contains only about forty thous- 
and souls for its entire population. It's 
a howling desert of frightful desolation 
and should be remanded to territory- 
hood by act of congress. The census of 
890 and the last election shows a 
teadily decreasing population in this 
tate, -,vhich is situated in the heart of 
:he Great Americau Deseit. 


When one passes westward of the 


one hundredth meridian, the prospect 
>egins to put on a wornjpnt, dry and 
dead appearance. Sand, dust and rocks 
begin to assert themselves over grow- 
ng fields and green woods. 
The 


streams become smaller and fewer and 
the land dry and thirst, "where no 
water is.'* Men, women and children, 
animals and birds, reflect the gaunt 
and brown features of the high, arid 
plains. Through the center of this ter- 
ritory and desert region the Rocky 
mountains thrust their great, flinty 
chain froin north tc south, emphasizing 
the barrenness of the land arid its 
awful solitudes. It requires almost 
two days of steady puffing and pulling 
of a train of cars to compasa these 


there are many rich and well-watered 
little valleys, but when they spread out 
into plains they become arid and dead, 
and there are multitudes of grassy 
foot-hills, but when they rise up into 
mountains they become rocky and bar- 
ren. 
While the mountains can be 


mined for their ores, the high plains 
cannot be successfully irrigated. 
The 


problem is not only too great for cor- 
porations and states to solve, but the 
general government itself dare not at- 
tempt it. The precipitation is not 
sufficient to irrigate this vast section if 
it could be caught and secured in 
reservoirs; and even if this were possi- 
ble, .it would require more than the 
"wealth of Omus and of Incld" to ac- 
complish the gigantic enterprise. 


But the meteorological conditions of 


our great West are such that the rain- 
fall must always be very small on the 
high

Before he comes 
to a definite decision, as to whether 
postmasters will be allowed to serve 
out their terms, he will have a consul- 
tation with the president.

for

doubt is entertained at the department 
that they will be allowed to serve out 
their terms save in exceptional cases. 


Fourth class postmasters are not 


commissioned for four years but are 
appointed to serve at the pleasure of 
the postmaster general. Efome'' of them 
have been allowed to serve for twenty 
years ^without being disturbed. 
The 


general practice of recent administra- 
tions, however, 'has been to appoint 
their successors approximately at the 
end ,of four year periods. 


The changes in these small offices, 


once begun, are rapidly made. Be- 
ginning with ex-Vice President Stev- 
enson, who was fourth assistant under 
Mr. Cleveland's first administration, 
the fourth assistant postmaster gen- 
erals, who are the 
official "heads 


men" of the fourth class postmasters, 
have prosecuted the work of changing 
these officials with great vigor. It 19 
not probable that the changes will be- 
gin until a new fourth assistant is ap- 
pointed. 


The general expectation is that the 


appointment of the successor of Mr. 
Maxwell, the present incumbent, will 
be made at an early date.

Nether Talkington Is a quaint old red- 


built red-tiled townlet. 
"to, is the seat 


Of the camel's-hah- paint brush radus- 
tiv but at the time this story opens it 
l,ad another and more singular claim to 
distinction. It'was the only place in 
the Kingdom that possessed a genuine 


host 
There have been many reputed 


uhosts up and flown the country; but 
their existence has never been satisfac- 
torily proved. These 
fictions 
show- 


thcir presence by absurdly stumping 
•ibout on bare boards, clanking heavy 
'.•bains, breaking crockery, moving 
heavy furniture and by giving utter- 
nnce to weird and uncouth sounds— 
manifestations utterly without rhyme 
or reason, and which cannotin any one 
case be traced to a bonaflde spirit. 


Not so was it with the ghost of 


Nether Talkiugton. It was a genuine 
Elizabethan relic, the shade of an old 
squire who had come to a bad end after 
leading an awful life, and the Nether 
Tulkingtonians were very proud of 
it. It resided at the Grange at the far 
end of the town. For generations no 
living being had tenanted it. It was 
(specially set apart for .the ghost, the 
local authority arranging that the moat 
was always filled with stagnant water 
and that the place was kept in the. 
desolate condition so appropriate to its 
tenant. 


• it was an. ideal place for a ghost to 
dwell in, and the shade of the squire 
evidently thought so, for he never left 
it. Summer and winter it was to be 
found there by all those desirous of see- 
ing it and many were those who came. 


Nether Talkington owed much of its 


prosperity to the ghost, for never a day 
passed without visitors turning up for 


* the purpose of seeing it, and on some 


days they came in shoals. Matters had 
much improved in this respect since the 
Psychical Research society had inves- 
tigated the 
phenomenon 
and pro- 


nounced it genuine, for this had intro- 
duced a big American custom, and in 
the summer large: parties came from 
Stratford on their way to London. 


It was a harmless ghost, and of a 


taciturn disposition. 
Sometimes it 


•would speak, but on those occasions its 
'language was chiefly maledictory. It 
was extremely methodical in its habits 
and was to be seen any time between 
midnight and cock crow, and between 
nine and ten p. in. In the early hours 
it sat in the dining-room smoking a 
fantastic pipe that Jiad been given to 
the squire by his Jrieud Sir Walter 
Kaleigh, and the evening hour it spent 
in perambulating the terrace by the 
sun dial, on the lookout for a lady who 
had made an appointment some two 
hundred years ago, which she had 
failed to keep. 


This methodical arrangement of the 


ghost had existed according to authen- 
tic accounts from the squire's death at 
the end of the sixteenth century, and 
his shade had 'never varied its pro- 
gramme within living memory. Con- 
ceive, therefore, the consternation that 
reigned in Nether Talkington when the 
report spread that the ghost was'miss- 
ing. A large parly of visitors from 
Tontine, Dale., had called upon it at 
two a. m., arid the guide had been un- 
able to give them value for their shil- 
lings. They waited till four o'clock, 
but to no purpose, and although' their 
money was returned they left Nether 
Talkington the next morning in high 
dudgeon. That night two missionaries 
nnd a photographer armed with a flash 
light apparatus, were in waiting by^the 
sun dial, but they waited in vain. 


The disappearance of the ghost was 


i severe blow to the town, for the shil- 
ling- admission had eased the burden 
of taxation for its inhabitants, and 


broMgnt ndnor and renown to tue town 
and had incidentally 
lightened 
the 


taxes. Was it right that they should 
meekly allow it to abscond, thereby 
reducing Nether Talkiugton from its 
unique position to the level of its.neigh- 
bors, alid without a struggle submit to 
the grievous imposition of heavy rates? 


The vicar, who was in the 
chair, 


agreed as to the lamentable state of 
things consequent on the disappear- 
ance of the ghost, but submitted that 
nothing could be done. They had no 
legal or moral power over the shade of 
the squire. It had made no agreement 
to reside in the Grange for perpetuity, 
«nd although it had certainly behaved 
unhandsomely in absconding without a 
moment's warning, they had no re- 
dress.

System, whereas three months are sufficient to acquire a practical working knowl- 
edge of the Gregg. This shows that the "catch-penny" part of the business ap- 
plies to the Munson more than to the Gregg, because of the fact that less fees me 
received from eaeh pupil where the Gregg is taught. This has caused it to be 
condemned by many so-called colleges and schools of the class which -Mr. Williaa 
represents. 
Because of the fact too, that the Gregg. System does not "humbug" 


its learners, but does everything that is claimed for it has brought down the IRE 
and INDIGNATION'of many writers of other systems, who are afraid that the 
bread will be taken from their mouths if competent stenographers are turned out 
as they are done daily, with the Gregg System, at the end of three months.
